Hiow many of you farmers have 
cen the grass plots on the W.LD. 
property or those on the Stoodley 


farm? It haven't done 
at once. 

All the above plots have reacted to 
conditions as we expected. The two on 
irrigated land are rugged and growthy, 
Surprising as it may seem the dry 
land plots are exceptional and some 
of the grasses grew better than was 
expected, Reterence here is made to 
Timothy and Reed Canary Grass. 

The farmers tributary to the Stoodley 
farm should make a special effort to 
study the plot on this farm. The 
Crested Wheat grass and Creeping 
Red Fescue are ver ygood. I did not 
expect the Fescue to stand up so well 
under drought conditions, but it did 
very \ell. Several years will have to 
elapse before final judgement can be 
passed. The best mixture was the 
Crested Wheatgrass, Brome, Timothy, 
and the following legumes alfalfa, 
Sweet Clover and Alsike Clover. This
